“Field Day Highlights”

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My Inadvertent DXpedition to New Hampshire 
Bill Frantz, AE6JV 


After going to the Visalia DX Convention and discovering | could count New Hampshire QSOs 
along with California ones towards DXCC, | decided to try to try some DXing while | was in 
New Hampshire. | brought my usual portable radio kit, a Small Wonder Labs PSK-20 radio, a 
SignaLink USB, a wall wart, a 20 meter dipole, and associated cables to augment the laptop | 
usually carry on trips. 


The PSK-20 is a very simple kit radio which acts as a 5 watt transceiver on the 20 meter PSK 
subband. Along with a dipole is makes a lightweight, compact rig to pack in a suitcase. 


The first day was spent with the chores of waking an old house from its winter sleep. By eve- 
ning of the second day, the dipole was deployed, the equipment set up, and | started searching 
and pouncing over the PSK subband. | quickly made contacts with Scotland and Chile. The next 
day | added Germany and Italy to the log. 


Then it occurred to me that a 2 element wire beam like the one | had been using at home 
should work well in New Hampshire too. | took a 50 foot telephone extension cord and folded 
it back to 11.11 meters to act as the reflector, cut a couple of 2.5 meter spreaders to separate 
the driver and the reflector, and tossed a rope into another tree that would give me a heading 
of 50 degrees -- toward Europe. 


After getting the antenna raised | discovered that | didn’t have enough coax to reach my old 
operating position in the kitchen and | would have to settle into a chair in the parlor. | added 
the Canary Islands, Puerto Rico, Spain, and Honduras to the log before going to bed. 


Over the next seven days the contacts just rolled in. | even got spotted on April 29. There were 
times when | would answer a CQ and then stations started calling me. | even called CQ and ran 
for a while myself. 


When the dust settled, the log showed 70 contacts with 30 different countries, mostly in Eu- 
rope. It was a memorable week. And yes, the east coast folks do have better DX opportunities.
